The attention of the + public 
has lathly been drawn to‘ the 
presence of at gang of. counter- 
feiters in the Colony, a8 evidenced 
by a large number of. forged 
Hongkong and Shanghai Bank 
notes which have failed: to escape 
detection because of flaws which 
must have been gpparent at a 
first’ glance. * ” 

The difference which the forged 
paper presenta “when compared 
with the genuine bills can be 
immediately detected not #0 much 
by the engraving as by the bad 
printing, which’ . has discoloured 
nearly all the forged ‘notes which 
have been turned out. It is this 
diseolouring§ rather ‘than any 
other factor which has betrayed 
the fact that all‘the bad notes 
Kaye been issued from.one com- 
mon source, and the police are 
now investigating the whereabouts 
of this source. , : 

-An important development took 
place yesterday when a man, in 
passing a.bad note of the same 
appenrance as previous - ones 
which have come into the posses: 
sion of the police authorities, was 
arrested in’ the Market of Tuipo, 
in the New Territories. He ig a 
boiler-maker’ and when searched 
he had four other forged notes 
in his possession; The prisoner 
has since been found to have been 
living in, a. house in Hollywood 
Road; in Hongkong, and the case
